Since I retired from racing Ihave 
been to several races where riders 
were hurt, and sometimes killed, 
Each time the sounds around me 
were the same.....friends ofarider, 
or the wife of a rider bitching about 
the ‘‘safety’’ of the track, and blam- 
ing the promoter. No one forced the 
guy to race, but it was not his fault 
he was out there at the time of the 
accident, Having lost several close 
pals on the road tracks, I wrote a 
“guest editorial" right after I quit 
racing. I read it at a scrambles at 
Sprockets Park in Bakersfield, then 
I put it in my desk and forgot about 
it, The other day I ran across it, 
and thought I would share it with 
you and your readers. Times have 
changed, but riders still get hurt, 
and the same type of people still 
bitch. So, for what it’s worth, here 
is... 


Waaa ahaa aaa aa 


THE NAME OF THE GAME 


Once upon a time men went racing 
wearing cloth helmets, There were no 
leathers or gloves. A skid shoe was 
something that you might ski with. There 
were crashes. Sometimes the riders 
were killed, and sometimes they walked 
away unhurt, Now we have approved 
helmets, leathers, gloves, boots, gog- 
gles, and face shields, Track surfaces, 
if not always like glass, are certainly 
much better than they were years ago. 
However, there are still accidents...and 
still, some riders get killed, while 
others walk away. That's THE NAME 
OF THE GAME, 


You simply can't legislate safety, One ; 


retired racer, a man who has been 
around bikes for over 25 years, com- 
mented that, “Once a rider loses his 
bike, all the rest is just dumb luck." 
Safety equipment may give him the edge 
in some types of crashes, but nothing 
will make him invulnerable. 

The same is true of race tracks, A 
few years back, a well known and like- 
able amateur was killed at the 1/2 mile 
track at the Fair Grounds in Tulare, 
California, A cry went up from many, 
“The track was too dangerous." The 
same cry has been heard many times at 
Ascot Park in Gardena, You're damned 


Life 


that'S no secret, Other races have been 
held there, and other riders have been 
killed, or severely injured. NO track is 
dangerous if you go slow. By the same 
token, NO track is safe if you go fast. 

The world is full of tracks as smooth 
as a bowling alley where several riders 
have died. If you try to legislate for only 
safe tracks, you will soon have no tracks 
at all. Former National Number 32, and 
two time National T.T. Champion, Sid 
Payne, told me a long time ago, “You 
just have to ride the track according to 
how it is!" The thing that sets motor- 
cycle racing apart from stick and ball 
games is that it's a sport for adults, not 
a game for children. If you must call 
racing a game, then THE NAME OF THE 
GAME iS... DANGER. Were it not for the 
danger, we could all go as fast as Mert, 
Gary, or Bart, and it wouldn't mean 
a thing, 

Much of the cry comes from people 
outside of racing, and doesn’t count as 
informed criticism, But, if you are in 
racing, and can’t accept the facts...race 
tracks, racing bikes, and riding ina race 
are dangerous...then you should quit rac- 
ing, and take up chess. If you can’t 
afford to see an expensive bike destroyed, 
you can’t afford to race. 

Few people can really afford to race. 
However, we go on anyway, despite the 
knowledge that the economic conse- 
quences of a bad crash, or broken bones 
could keep us out of racing for years. If 
we waited until we could afford to race, 
we wouldn't race at all, The total loss of 
an expensive bike, and serious injuries 
is one of the chances we take, That too, 
is THE NAME OF THE GAME, 

A few years ago at the 150 mile 
National Road Race in Watkins Glen, 
N.Y., a rider went to the referee and 
complained that when he ran off the track 
at a distant point, and bent his bike up 
too badly to ride it back to the pits, the 
announcer didn’t say anything about it, 
or announce over the PA system that he 
was OK. The rider’s wife became very 
upset when he didn’t come around, and 
she didn’t know who to ask to find out if 
he was OK, Things like that are very 
unfortunate, but that, too, is part of the 
sport, If you race, your wife will have 
to accept the idea of what may happen, 
and either learn to control her nerves, 
learn to live with her nervousness, stay 
home, or get a divorce and marry some- 
one who builds ships in bottles. OR, you 
will have to quit racing, and that is... 
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Adios, 1969... Howdy, 1970 


We at Cycle News believe in starting and ending each year with a 
siesta, so, for the next two weeks we are going on vacation. There 
won't be any newspaper published until January 13th, 1970.

1969 was the crucial year, in many 
ways a sharp turning point into the new 
decade. The American Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation and the Federation Internationale 
De Motocyclistes got together this year, 
Several significant legislative battles 
were won in California and Illinois in 
1969. The Honda 4 was introduced andis 
without doubt the '*Motorcycle of the 
Year’’ in anybody's contest. 

1969 also saw Mert Lawwill winning 
his way to Number One American pro- 
fessional racer and thereby earning the 
title ‘‘Man of the Year.’’ 

There were other ‘‘Men of the Year’’ 
in their respective areas of motorcy- 
cling. Ivan Wagar is the ‘‘Diplomat of the 
Year’? for merging the Motorcycle, 
Scooter & Allied Trades Association into 
the Motorcycle Safety Council, thereby 
creating one effective Trade Council 
representing 99% of the industry. 

Edison Dye has to be ‘‘Promoter of 
the Year" by virtue of his recent 
successful Inter-Am Motocross Series, 
His Westlake G.P., which drew 22,000 
in one day was also voted “Dustbowl of 
the Year" by Cycle News readers, 

1970 will bring a host of new chal- 
lenges and blessings. Here are a few of

FOUR-STROKES WILL MAKE A 
COMEBACK IN MOTOCROSS thanks to 
some new designs that are even now 
undergoing testing. They will shake off 
their former dependence on road-model 
engines and match the 2-strokes pound 
for horsepower. And we’ll all throw 
away our earplugs gratefully. 

MOTORCYCLE ENTHUSIASTS WILL 
BECOME A FORCE IN POLITICS thanks 
to new and renewed threats to our pur- 
suit of happiness on two wheels, We are 
being forced to work together to protect 
our rights and new leaderless associa- 
tions will arise to unite us. 

RESTRUCTURING OF THE MOTOR- 
CYCLE INDUSTRY will occur with in- 
creasing speed over thenext ten yearsias 
more m/c businesses merge with con- 
glomerates, A trend is already well 
begun in 1969 with Harley-Davidson, 
Steens, American Eagle, Yankee, Norton, 
Gilera, Cycle and Cycle World coming 
under the conglomerate wing, Companies 
that re-invest in motorcycling through 
advertising, sales and research will 
survive the ‘Seventies in great shape, 
while those merchants who ‘‘take their 
money out of the game" or spend un- 
wisely will be victims of their own bad 
judgment.

Bennie Hunter, Amateur 82H, and Abram 
Drain, Expert 52H, The only unique 
thing about this interview is that these 
men are, to the best of my knowledge, 
the only two black racers in the motor- 
cycle profession, We are going to find 
out what it is like for them to be on the 
circuit, They are just two riders, Their 
views are their own, They will be sub- 
jective. Let’s see what makes them tick, 


Wyckoff: Bennie since you are the ama- 
teur, who incidentally will be an expert 
next year, we will let you speak first, 
When did you start racing? 

Hunter: I think I started sportsman in 
1964, 

Wyckoff: What was your first ride? 
Hunter; A Bultaco at Ballardsville, Ken- 
tucky. 

Wyckoff: How old are you now, Bennie? 
Hunter: Thirty. 

Wyckoff: What is your regular occupa- 
tion? 

Hunter: I am an overhead crane signal- 
man, 

Wyckoff: Now we have Abram, who is an 
expert. Abram, when did you start your 
career in motorcycle racing? 

Drain: In 1963 on a BSA, 

Wyckoff: Were you riding for yourself 
or for someone else? 

Drain: I rode for myself, 

Wyckoff; What do you do for a living? 
Drain: Right now I am a motorcycle me- 
chanic at Dryer Cycle Shop in Indiana- 
polis. 

Wyckoff; Abram, you are now racing a 
BSA, How has it been working out? What 
is the condition of your equipment? 
Drain: My equipment isn’t first class 
like I would like it to be, It is more or 
less a stock Hornet that I’ve donea little 
work on to convert it into a racer, 
Wyckoff; What machine are you riding 
now, Ben? 

Hunter: I'm riding a Harley-Davidson. 
Wyckoff: I noticed when you drove up you 
have three motorcycles, It looks like an 
antique Triumph, a Harley and the BSA, 
You are riding a KR, How old a machine 
it it? 

Hunter: A ‘56 but it has a couple of new 
cams in it, I think the E cams came out 
about ‘59. 

Wyckoff: Do you figure you can be com- 
petitive with this machine? 

Hunter: Well, you just have to try toride 
it a little harder, gear it a little higher

and try to compensate for the engine. 
Wyckoff: About how many states have you 
traveled in? 

Hunter: We've been down to Daytona, 
Atlanta, Elkhorn and Beaver Dam, Wis- 
consin, Oklahoma City and Reading. I 
guess about 10 or 12 states. 

Wyckoff: Do you notice any differences in 
the tracks in the south-east and the mid- 
west? 

Drain; Yes, I find some differences in 
the tracks, The majority of the tracks 
we ride on are in the mid-west, Indiana, 
Illinois and Ohio. The finer tracksarein 
Ohio because they are cushioned. Ilikea

cushioned track, The tracks in the south 
are either slick or full of holes, 

Wyckoff: I understand that in the mid- 
west there is an outfit that prepares 
tracks, Ben, could you fill me inon this? 
Hunter: In Ohio there is Bud's Race 
Track Service, He prepares the track 
by the use of water and calcium, In the 
morning, just about day-break, he waters 
the track real good, He soaks it, almost 
makes it muddy, Then around 10 o'clock 
he comes back to the track and puts 
calcium on it, The calcium willbringthe 
water to the surface. This keeps down 
dust and gives you a better cushion to 








When I accepted the assignment to interview the only two black profes- 
sional racers іп the business, | accepted with many reservations, I have 
spent all my life in a white world and except for some small business con- 
tacts and the normal exposure through radio, TV, etc. I had no idea what the 
problems and heartaches were when you are such a minority. Whether or not 
an interview like this belongs in a motorcycle publication may be a subject 
for some debate. It is my feeling that the fans have more feeling and under- 
Standing than many writers have given them credit for. I would appreciate 
any reader comments either pro or con regarding this interview. 

Ben and Abe are as different as black and white (no pun intended), Ben 
is serious, articulate and expressive. During our conversations he remarked 
it would have been impossible for him to have been interviewed three years 
ago. He reasoned that he would have objected to being called black then, for 
three years ago the black man felt little pride in being black. There may even 
be some real good in the black militant movement because it allowed the - 
Negro a pride and identity and let him feel that black is beautiful. 

Abe is quiet, perhaps even shy. He seems to have reasoned things through 
and is confident and sure of himself.

Just how do you program 
yourself for a race? 

Drain: Usually I look a track over.I look 
it over when I get there or later in prac- 
tice I either ride it high or low while I 
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St. Louis, They had about 22 bikes inone 
heat. I started on the third row right 
behind Abram, My strategy was tofollow 
him through the pack, Then once he got 
the lead I would try to take it away from 
him, Then I went into the corner and I 
fell off, Of all the people torunover me, 
it was Abram and he broke my leg. 
Wyckoff: It’s amazing you are still 
friends. Abram, why do you race motor- 
cycles? 

Drain: I race motorcycles because I like 
it, Otherwise I wouldn’t be doing it. Not 
that I can do everything I like to do but I 
have found it is one of the things I can do, 
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Abram Drain, right, relaxes between races with Neil Keen. 


let the rest of the pack go ahead, Then 
after I decide where I want to ride it I 
have to check my gearing and see what 
kind of tires I have on. Sometimes it is 
necessary to make changes for different 
types of dirt, 

Wyckoff: How many different tires do 


. you normally use? 


Drain: Normally you use two different 
sets of tires, Pirellis and K70s, Pirel- 
lis are used the majority of the time and 
K70s on the more grooved race tracks. 
When it is wet or quite tacky a K70 works 
pretty good. At least for meitdoes. What 
Some other racer might use I wouldn't 
know. 

Wyckoff: Ben, I saw you have an acci- 
dent at Gadsen, Alabama where you flew 
through the air with anything but the 
greatest of ease when a fallen rider 
stepped in your path, Were you hurt? 
Hunter: I was bruised on my hip and had 
a bump on my head, It kind of makes you 
corner shy, When you get on the track 
again you try to peek into the corner to 
see if there is anybody down, It makes 
you aware of what can happen, 

Wyckoff: Have either of you spent any 
time in the hospital as a result of seri- 
ous mishaps on the track? 

Drain: I haven't spent any time in the 
hospital but I had a fracture of my right 
leg when I was riding in ‘64, I didn’t 
even know it was broken at first, I had 
fallen in a corner and picked up my bike 
and proceeded to finish practice, Later 
on it started swelling so I had it x- 
rayed, I had to wear a cast about six 
weeks, 

Wyckoff: What about you, Bennie? 
Hunter: Yes, I had a broken leg. We 
were running a sportsman race down at 


Wyckoff: Do you make any money racing? 
Drain: No, I don’t make any money rac- 
ing. 

Wyckoff: Ben, why do you race? 

Hunter: I race because I like it, It kind 
of gets a hold on you, 

Wyckoff: Have you made any money rac- 
ing? 

Hunter: I haven't madeany money either, 
I have made a little butitis not a money- 
making proposition to me. 

Wyckoff: I understand you have a wife 
and three children, What does your wife 
feel about racing? 

Hunter: She is like the general public. 
She likes a winner, She takes it a little 
better than most people but she still 
talks to me, 





Wyckoff: Abram, I understand youare no 
longer married. Is that right? 

Drain: No, I tried the marriage bit but 
it didn't work out. 

Wyckoff: Were you married while you 
were racing? 

Drain: Yes, I raced while I was married 
but she couldmt see putting money in 
racing equipment. 

Wyckoff: We are recording this interview 
in the heart of the south, Atlanta, Georgia. 
Both Abram and Bennie will be riding 
October 12 at Holiday Downs at a 5-star 
half mile. It may take an unusual amount 
of courage, in the eyes of some people, 
to ride down here. Let's see what they 
think about it, Abram, how have you been 
treated generally in the south? 

Drain: Generally, I would say I had been 
treated fair. 

Wyckoff; What about you, Ben? 

Hunter; Well, the riders treat you nice. 
They all accept you. as being another 
competitor. I think some of the people 
down here wonder about us. They don’t 
know what to think, Generally most 
people down here just come to see what 
you are going to do on the track. If you 
are good or you’re not, 

Wyckoff; When you came south a few 
weeks ago there was a comment made 
by a spectator in Lawrenceburg, Tennes- 
see, Please tell us what the comment was 
and what your reaction was, 

Hunter: I was still in the pits and they 
were having a rider’s meeting, Abram 
went up to the meeting to find out how 
many riders were there, the qualifica- 
tions and how they were going to run the 
program, One of the spectators said, 
«Тоок there’s a nigger.’’ When he told 
me about it, we didn’t know whether we 
should stay or whether we should leave, 
Wyckoff; Were you offended by it? Did it 
surprise you or were you afraid there 
was some difficulty coming up? 

Hunter: It didn't offend me because Га 
been called that before. I was justafraid 
of what they might do. There were just 
two of us and a crowd of spectators, You 
don't know how many people are out there 
who don’t like you, 

Wyckoff: How did you feel about it, 
Abram? What was you first reaction? 
Drain: I kind of pretended I didn’thear it 
at first, About that time Charles South- 
gate walked up and grabbed me by the 
bandana I wear around my neck to keep 
dust out of my face, He told Jack Warren, 
jokingly, “Ро you think I ought to string 
him up?’’ Jack said, *«No, he has enough 
trouble of his own right now.’’ Southgate 
asked, ‘‘What do you mean?’’ Warren 
said, ‘‘Oh, there’s a couple of dummy 
yokels over in the stands.’’ 

Wyckoff; It is unfortunate that some 
people have to be dummy yokels.I guess, 
even in America, we have to make room 
for the bad side of our society. Youhave 
traveled in the north and the south. I am 
sure there are conditions that I am not 
aware of what you have to face, You have 
to stay at motels, you have to eat at 
restaurants, you have to associate with 
other riders and most of the world you 
are in is white. I would like both of you 
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to tell me some of the incidents thathave 
happened that are a little hard to talk 
about or a little funny to talk about, 
First of all what about your motel ac- 
commodations? 

Drain: We haven't had any difficulty as 
yet. We usually go to motels or stay with 
people who are nice enough to put us up. 
Wyckoff: Have you had any trouble with 
motels, Bennie? 

Hunter: I think I feel about the same way 
Abe does, You look for a national motel, 
a chain like Best Western, Best Eastern, 
or à Holiday Inn, We have never had any 
trouble about getting a room, But once 
you get the room what do you do? We 
may have a little conversation between 
the two of us but there's no one else to 
talk to. We don't ask for the location of 
the black community because they might 
be suspicious that we are there to cause 
trouble. As long as we are at the race 
track, we have the riders to talk to but 
it seems like when the race is over I go

back to being a black man and the other 
riders gc back to being white men, As 
long as we are there we are just com- 
petitors, We are both out there to win. 
After the race is over he seems to go his 
way and I go mine, 

Wyckoff: Abram, have you had any diffi- 
culty in restaurants? 

Drain: No not really, Except for one in- 
stance when we were returning from 
Daytona in 1966. We stopped somewhere 
in this state around Valdosta I believe. 
We were getting some carryouts and I 
believe Ben went in to order, He was told 
he would have togoaroundin back to pick 
up the sandwiches otherwise he couldn’t 
get any. As Ben was saying, there’s a 
problem when you leave the race track, 
A few local guys will be friendly and you 
can go out for a few beers. Some nation- 
ally known riders would help you regard- 
less of who you are. 

Wyckoff: You are both fairly new to the 
professional field, when you need help 
or advice who do you go to get it? 
Hunter: It depends on the kind of advice 
you need and where you are. Darrel 
Dovel has always been a person that 
treated us pretty fairly if we needed 
anything. Neil Keen is that way too, any- 
thing he’s got you can get. The hangup of 
most of the riders is that they are friend- 
ly and will help us out with a gear or 
something when we are in the pits. But 





when we leave the track there are onlya 
few of them who feel they can associate 
with us. 

Wyckoff: Is it your feeling that they would 
like to associate with you except for this 
social barrier? Do you think they are 
afraid their friends would object? 
Hunter: I think most of them don't asso- 
ciate with us after the races because 
they don't know what their friends are 
going to say. Let's face it, we are in the 
south and a lot of them live in the south, 
I guess they might feel they might get the 
name tag of a ‘‘nigger lover.’’ Maybe 
they are afraid of what someone would 
say in their neighborhood or what the 
people they are riding for might say. 
Wyckoff: I am sure this would be a thing 
that I would find very difficult to live 
with, Abram, do you feel any bitterness 
about it? 

Drain: No, I don't feel any bitterness 
about it, I would just like it to be on an 
equal basis, like we are in the pits, all 


the time, 

Wyckoff: How about you, Ben, do you feel 
bitter over this or just wish it could be 
changed? 

Hunter: You don't feel bitter about it 
after you have lived with it so many 
years, as I have done. I was born black 
and always will be black and have just 
learned to accept it. Everybody would 
like equal opportunity and equal rights 
but then you also like to reserve the right 
to decide who you talk to and who you 
don't talk to. I would like to associate 
with a man for just being a man, not 
because he is white or because he is 
black but because we have something in 
common, I like to talk to people to find 
out how they feel about different things. 
This is what I feelis kind of lacking down 
here, I don’t know if they are just scared 
to approach me or what. This is just one 
of the big hangups you know. You just 
don't know how to approach a person, 
how they are going to take it, if you are 
going to say the wrong thing, if they are 
going to be offended, 

Wyckoff; You are the only two black rid- 
ers that I know of in the motorcycling 
profession, Why are there not more 
black riders? 

Hunter: I think that a lot of black riders 
who ride the street are really capable of 
riding the track. I think they are just 
hesitant because they don’t know how the 
white racing public will accept them. I 
can recall one incident when Abram won 
an Illinois-Indiana State TT title. The 
whole time he was leading the race the 
people seemed to be spellbound. It seem- 
ed they wanted him to do good but not to 
win, It’s.important what the white public 
thinks, because there aren’t enough black 
people going to races to really supporta 
race, They are not racing minded, I 
know of a few guys who could probably 
beat Abe and me on the track right now. 
Wyckoff: Abe, what is your big aim in 
racing? 

Drain; To be a national champion, I’m 
not shooting for a Number One plate be- 
cause that takes a lot of hard work, If 
I were a few years younger I might make 
that my goal, But right now Iam going to 
shoot for a national championship. 
Wyckoff: Do you think you can do it with 
the equipment you have now? 

Drain: With the equipment I have now it 
is virtually out of the question, 

Wyckoff: Ben, what are you goals in 
racing? 

Hunter: I have the same goals that all 
racers have. Everybody wants to be a

winner, I would like to win a national, 
Everyone dreams of being Number One, 
If he doesn't want to be Number One, if 
he doesn't want to win, he doesn't want 
to race. 

Wyckoff: Except for the top 99 racers, 
everyone else has a letter after their 
number, Most of these would like to get 
some support from the factory, from a 
distributor, from a dealer, from some 
outside source. Do you have any hope of 
improving your equipment or ideas of 
how to do it? 

Hunter: Yes, I have some hopes and I 
have a few ideas on how to improve my 
equipment, I think if I had better equip- 
ment I could make better showings and 
possibly win some races, Any help from 
a dealer or the factory would improve 
our equipment because itis just outdated. 
Wyckoff; Abe, do you think the riders are 
getting enough prize money or equipment 
from their wins to help? 

Drain: Everybody likes more money 
when they win. That could possibly help. 
The whole issue, the way I look at it is, 
the way the factories support some and 
give no help to the rest and some riders 
have help from good shops, There are 
some things that the general public just 
can’t go in and buy for their race jobs 
that these guys have. 

Wyckoff: So this turns out to be a situa- 
tion of unfair advantage where the pets 
can get specialized equipment that will 
be superior. Guys like yourselves have 
to do as best they can. Do you think it 
would be a good idea then to set upa 
separate classification for those who get 
factory help and let them race separate- 
ly? 

Hunter: Yes, I think they should set up 
a program where Triumph could com- 
pete against BSA and Harley and other 
makers. Then the regular Joe Blow like 
myself who supports his own racing 
would have a chance to compete against 
others who support their own racing. 
When the factory gives help to some and 
not others it is unfair because when your 
equipment is better you are bound to do 
better. I don’t care how good you ride, 
when your equipment isn’t up to par you 
are just beating a dead horse, 

Wyckoff: As final comment, what do you 
think the future holds for the black 
rider in motorcycling? 

Hunter: I can't say what the future holds, 
But I would like to see more of us out 
there trying. I think the opportunity could 
come for a black grand national cham- 
pion. 


Some of the incidents mentioned in this interview might seem minor. To 
Abram and Ben they are examples of everyday occurrences that grow to be 
major, after many years of repetition. Neither man is militant or bitter. They 
make no demands, only gentlemanly requests for friendship between white and 
black people in motorcycle racing and everyday living. We hope that because 
they spoke out, men like them will be encouraged to go into motorcycle rac- 
ing in greater numbers. We hope, too, that these two racers will be encour- 
aged to continue by the generous reactions of the motorcycle industry. They 
are good competitive riders and deserve a chance to show their ability on

(West Ham) manager, Eric Boocock 
(Halifax) captain, Arnold Haley (Shef- 
field), Ray Wilson (Leicester), Martin 
Ashby (Exeter), Tony Clarke(West Ham) 
and Jimmy McMillan (Glasgow), 

Backbone of the Australian team is 
captain Jim Airey, the Sheffield star 
who hails from Wentworthville, near 
Sydney. The side varies slightly from 
state to state with several local home 
track riders being called toduty for each 
of the Tests, However others who should 
see out the full five matches are South 
Aussie hotshots John Boulger (Leicester) 
and Charlie Monk (Glasgow). 

And if Yankee fans are wondering 
where that word Leicester has been 
heard before, it is the team DeWayne 
Keeter was attached to in England this 
season just gone.

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Jim Airey Retains 
Championship

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA Nov. 29, 1969 — 
Australia's leading solo rider, Jim 
Airey, annexed the New South Wales 
Speedway Championship for the second 
year running at the Liverpool Raceway 
near Sydney last night. 

Second in the title tilt was Scottish 
star Bert Harkins and third placegetter 
was bearded Englishman Howard Cole, 

Sixteen of the world’s top dirt track 
exponents contested the event and pro- 
vided champagne racing over twenty 
heats. Other international competitors 
included Bill Landels (Scotland), Roy 
Trigg (England), Helmut Schippl (Aus- 
tria) and Ted Lindskog (Sweden), Also in 
the line up were several ace Aussies 
who had just returned from a six month 
stint in England, namely John Langfield, 
Greg Kentwell and Garry Middleton. 

Each rider competed five times making 
it possible to score a maximum of 
fifteen points, This is the formula used 
for the World Championship Final and 
all other major meetings for individual 
titles in both Europe and Australia, 

In the final points tally Airey had 
notched 14 points, as had Harkins, The 
local hero dropped his only point to 
“Haggis” in the fourteenth heat and it 
seemed certain then that Bert would go 
on and take the championship. 

But, in heat 19, Harkins went down 
narrowly to Garry Middleton, The race 
was a cracker.. The pair fought shoulder 
to shoulder for the lead, hardly letting 
sunlight between them, The crowd went 
wild when Middleton won as it meant a 
run off between Airey and Harkins for 
the trophy. 

Airey gated best in the run off and led 
Harkins through the first turn after Bert 
had given his bike too much throttle at 
the tapes. This caused his front wheel to 
lift high in the air, and by the time he had 
righted his machine, Airey had gained 
that vital advantage, Bert took up the 
challenge and pressed Jim all the way, 
but Airey was not to be denied and went 
on to win by a mere bike length, 

Third overall with 12 points was 
Howard Cole, a World Championship 
finalist this year. Cole, along with Kent- 
well and Trigg, was riding borrowed 
equipment for the meeting. Their normal 
machines were still on the high seas 
between England and Australia, 

Ironically, the top two placegetters in 
the title are now well known to American 
fans, It is only a matter of weeks since 
Harkins and Airey rode at the Orange 
County track, Costa Mesa, Calif, while 
en route from Britain to Kangaroo Land, 

Both have been contracted to ride in 
Sydney this summer season, Airey for 
the Sydney Showground and Harkins for 
the Frank Oliveri organization at Liver- 
pool.

of a certain affection for the machine 
which served so well, is not entirely 
accurate, 

Better to say that she needs a rest 
from it, 

What the motorcycle needs is a good 
bath and tune-up. 

It is a testimonial to the reliability 
and quality of the Honda CB 350, that 
only this minor work will bring it up to 
satisfactory standard. 

Of course, there are some part re- 
placements beyond a tune-up which 
should be performed — the chain, for 
instance, although still serviceable, has 
some very stiff links, and should be 
retired, 

The paper element air filters, once 
yellow in color, are now a dingy grey. 
They too must be replaced, 

These parts are those which have a 
relatively limited life expectancy, and 
for which replacement is normal, 

Some problems did show up on the 
road which must be classified as parts 
failures. Fortunately, they were minor: 

— the headlight low beam burned out, 

— three center stand springs fatigued 

and broke (I now carry a spare.) 

— the front fork seals gave up. 

Of these failures, the demise of the 
fork seals is most serious, and will 
necessitate stripping the forks for re- 
placement, 

Despite these deficiencies, I think the 
record of the Honda is outstanding. A 
small, sporty machine pressed intoa big 
touring bike's job, it has acquitted itself 
well, 

With a little work, it will be ready to 
take us out again next summer — if I can 
ever persuade Judy to get back on it.

until 11:00 p.m. will originate from 
Maxim’s Restaurant and Lounge іп ће

Beach's ‘‘Gold Coast’’ and will be hosted 
by aprominent motorcycling personality, 
Maxim’s Restaurant has seating for over 
300 people during the live broadcasts, 

This nightly show during the speed 
week has become a favorite entertain- 
ment hour by racing enthusiasts through- 
out the southeast. Radio station WNDB 
will carry the nightly broadcast that will 
include daily reports on racing news at 
the Daytona International Raceway and a 
selection of interesting interviews and 
features. 














Our survey questionnaire published 
last summer, which so many of you 
answered so well, has been completed 
and the results tabulated. Five hundred 
and six survey questionnaires were tal- 
lied in this pilot study. These surveys 
were difficult to tabulate because many 
of the questions asked each individual to 
find his own answers rather than giving 
him a multiple choice or a ‘‘yes-no’”’ 
answer. 

For example when we asked ‘‘what 
ce’s do you ride? we received 39 differ- 
ent sizes in reply. When we asked for 
other hobbies we received more than 
fifty different avocations. The favorite 
riding areas listed almost every open 
space in the state of California and many 
in other states. The fees suggested for 
riding ranged from nota penny to $25/yr. 

Our answers came from allacross the 
United States, Europe and SoutheastAsia, 

Many of you made specific suggestions 
or asked questions which we wish to 
answer as time permits, To all of you we 
thank you for your time and effort inre- 
plying to the questionnaire, There are 
some impressive figures in the results 
with which we will work on the Legisla- 
ture. 

All of the people represented ride off- 
road, although many were also street 
riding enthusiasts. 100% answered yes to 
the question ‘‘Do you ride or wish to ride 
off-the road?’’ 

25% ride once a week. Another 20% ride 
*tweekends'' which may frequently be the 
same thing, 4% ride daily, 10% ride twice 
a week, 12% twice a month, 5% three 
times a month, 4% once a month and 8% 
ride as often as possible, 

250cc is the most popular size bike, 
on and off the road, 35% of all off-road 
bikes and 25% of street bikes in the sur- 
vey are 250s. 100cc was the noxt most 
popular off-road size with 17, 80's, 90's 
and 125’s (10%), 90’s and 360’s(each 8%) 
and 80’s (4%), 650’s (3.5%), 500’s (3%) 
200's (2%) and 175’s (2%). A total of 83% 
of dirt bikes are 250cc or less, 

On the street 500’s and 650’s are the 
second choices at 10% each, 100’s are 
next with 8%, 80’s and 90’s (5% each) and 
125’s and 350’s (4%) followed. 5% of the 
street bikes are 900cc or larger. Many 
of the answers indicated that the same 
bikes are ridden on the street and on 
the dirt, 

There was an average of 1-1/2 dirt 
bikes per person. 

37% have two riders in the family, 28% 
have one. 15% have 3; 14% four; 7% five; 
4% have six riders or more. The largest 
number that was mentioned was ten 
riders per family. 

51% of those answering include chil- 
dren, although the question was not clear 
whether children were to be included as 
riders or just taken along. 41% who indi- 
cated that children are not included. 
Many explained that their children are 
too young to ride yet but are included in 
motorcycle outings. 

Weekend was, logically, the most fav- 
ored time for riding. 91% ride on week- 
ends; but 40% go on week days as well, 

79% camp when they go riding. 63% 
specified a desire for campsites while 
21% vetoed the idea, explaining in some 
cases that it is too congested when there

are campsites, 

Trucks are used by 72% of our riders 
to haul bikes, but not to the exclusion of 
trailers which are used by 36% (some 
use both), car racks and ‘‘vans’’ which 
accounted for 5% each. 2% ride their 
motocycles to their off-road areas and 
one rider uses a hearse for transporta- 
tion, 

Riders will go great distances to ride 
sometimes but most prefer an area more 
accessible, One rider offered to go 6,000 
miles but 35% would like to go about 100 
miles for one day. 17% will go 50 miles 
and 14% will go 150. 8% will go 200 and 
another 8% will go only 75 miles, 

For more than one day, 15% will go 100 
miles, 14% will go 150. 13% will go 300 
and 9% place no limit on distance. пап, 
85% of all respondents would limit travel 
for one day’s riding to 150 miles or less. 
63% would travel 300 miles or less to 
ride for more than one day. 

While distances traveled were a very 
individual thing, 88% agreed that they 


would like to have an area in their 
vicinity. Only 6% said they would not, 

Organized riding is popular with 71% 
of the respondents, butprivate riding was 
favored in 72% of the answers, indicating 
that many people like both. 77% ask for 
trails, 77% for cross country. 86% want 
hills, 51% flat, 62% ask for difficult ter- 
rain, 74% like ‘‘in-between’’ and only 30% 
admit to liking ‘‘easy’’ riding areas, 

91% like competition events, 68% want 
to participate and 49% want to watch, 
which again indicates that many people 
like to do both. 

The choices of competition events were 
as varied as all the other choices, Moto- 
cross was a heavy favorite with 50%. 
Enduros, desert and scrambles brought 
20% each. Hare scrambles, hare and 
hound, trials, and TT’s attract 10% each, 
Every competition event imaginable drew 
some votes, 

80% of riders are willing to pay to ride, 
14% definitely are not, 6% are not sure, 
Of these that are willing, the fee varies 
greatly, 30% chose $1 as a reasonable 
price. 23% more named $2, and 13% took 
$1.50. All together 70% were for $2 or 
less. 595 were willing to pay $2.50 and 
7%, $3. Many interesting suggestions 
were included, such as yearly fees as are 
charged at some lakes, The yearly fees 
ranged from $2/yr. to $25/year, One fee 
allowed for bringing a guest, Other 
practical suggestions were fees per 
truck or trailer of bikes, lesser feesfor 
children who ride and different fees for 
large and small bikes. 

21% of all riders considered motor- 


cycles to be their total recreation. 14% 


considered it to be 90%; 12% said 80%. In 
all, 95% of those answering considered 
motorcycling to be one half or more of 
their recreational activity. 

68% did all their motorcycling off- 
road, and 87% considered 3/4 or more 
of their motorcycle sport as off-road 
riding. 

Nearly all riders (91%) both single and 
family people, consider motorcycling a 
family activity. Only 5% specifically 
stated that they did not want the family 
along. 

74% of those replying said that they 
would ride more if they had a convenient 
area which they knew was available, 
Several who live away from the cities 
replied that they presently have ample 
convenient space. A rider from the East 
wrote wistfully of the Western desert, 

Of the chosen riding area, many had 
been told they could not ride there, many 
others had not, Some had been told that 
they could not ride in the same areas 
where others reported riding regularly 
without interference, Many riders do not 
know who owns the land they ride on and 
many more believe ít to be owned by the 
U.S, Government when in fact the areas 
they mention are privately owned. This 
is not surprising as the U.S, Government 
doesn’t even know exactly what land 
it owns! 

The largest single hobby interest after 
m/cing was hunting and fishing, general- 
ly grouped together, Camping was next 
most popular and water skiing came 
third. Many listed several hobbies, About 
10% said they had no hobby other than 
motorcycles,

In the 
meantime Robins had gathered himself 
and his mount back together again and 
snatched the lead and held itto the finish, 

The Trailblazers set up the classes so 
that 200cc machines on down were light- 
weights. A total of 64 lightweight division 
riders started five minutes behind the 
big bikes. As if the dust wasn’t bad 
enough, the leaders, instead of following 
the course markers, started following 
some trail riders that had gotten into the 
race course area. Consequently everyone 
but five riders missed the check on the 
back side of the course. 

Overall lightweight winner, Bob Sor- 
enson, didn’t lead throughout the race 
but he was the first man to finish with 
all of the required helmet marks. Soren- 
son must have really been paying atten- 
tion out there. 

The course consisted mostly of dust 
since the weatherman frowned and there 
wasn’t even a hint of a breeze or rain 
and dust blanketed the whole area. 

At the starting area the riders faced 
100 yards of brush and then turned onto 
a fast road, Leaving the road it was into 
some tough sagebrush and onto a fun 
S-turn road with a few deep ruts thrown 
in, From then on it was another sandy 
road, a downhill with a 90 degree turn 
at the bottom and into the check, Leaving 
the check and a steep downhill behind, 
the course turned onto a fire road that 
was definitely rough, On top of one of the 
rises some unlucky riders found some 
cement pipes. just to the outside of the 
course and crashed, After going through 
some trees and more brush the riders 
turned into a deep, narrow ravine, wide 
enough for just one bike and about two 
hundred yards long. If one rider fell 
everyone else used him for traction to 
get up to the road into the finish check,

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pletely exhausted after two laps of prac- 
tice and I was only good for four laps at 
a time. The course was as hard, if not 
harder, than Santa Cruz and about 1 mile 
long. It was located in a box canyon in 
a forest, 

**You started at the bottom and rode 
up the main straight which was third gear 
and very bumpy, like the straight at 
Richmond. It made a left hand turn and 
down a second gear hill and a second gear 
right hand up a hill, left hand downhill, 
first gear right hand at the bottom and 
a second uphill. Four more of this type 
hills, to a mud ditch and back on the 
main straight. The main straight was the 
only place you had a chance to rest. 

«Тһе course was usually wide enough 
to pass anywhere you wanted and it was 
a very nice day, no dust! On about the 
third downhill there was a mud corner 
which Jeff fell in during the race, There 
is also lots of rocks on the course, 
ranging in size from baseball to football 
size. 

‘The Race: They had to come and tell 
us when it was starting because Jeff 
could not understand French over the 
loud speaker. The Husky seemed to be 
running good. They run a 45 minute 
race, a combination of 250-500cc. They 
also use an elastic band to start, Seems 
to be very good. There is one race for 
club members, Well, we lined up and we 
were off. I seemed to get a good start 
and thought I would be in the top 5 into 
the corner, It was very tight and I was 
just about to shift third gear about half- 
way up the straight, I hit one of those 
rocks that picked up my Husky's front 
wheel and threw me right into a guy 
on a BSA, We got tangled up and went 
end over end and I landed in the middle 
of both bikes, Just then Jeff crashed into 
both of us. What a way to start your 
first race! 

We got the bikes apart and everybody 
was off but my motorcycle wouldn't start, 
A spectator pushed me and I was off 
almost one lap behind. I caught the guy 
on the BSA at the end of the first lap in 
the mud hole. He got stuck and I almost 
ran into him, I pulled my motorcycle 
into another rut and was off. Very tried 
and only one lap completed and about 40 
minutes to go. The next few laps I tried 
to gain my composure and settled down 
to steady riding to not get any tireder 
than I was already.

At one point 
during the race I got a second wind and 
passed about four guys in three laps, The 
last lap sign came out and I almost fell 
4 or 5 times and wasall over the course, 
out of control, I did finish and was about 
"th or 8th overall but was lapped by the 
leaders two times, I think, 

«Jeff got stuck in the mud hole by the 
start-finish on the last lap and was a big 
mud ball and finished dead last, but 
finished. I*m still sore this morning and 


' Jeff is still having a hard time moving. 


If you fell on the course you had a good 
chance of hitting a tree or a wood rail 
fence that lined the course, I was letting 
a rider pass me on an uphill and he 
moved one of the large rocks right in 
front of me and I hit it and looped out, 
had to go back down and turn around. 

“The riders seem very strong and 
very steady. I could stay with one guy 
who finished 6th in the senior final, for 
about 1-1/2 laps thent I fell apart, 

“Everyone seemed to have Huskys, 
Ossas, CZ’s, very few other types of 
motorcycles, The top finishers in the 
senior were: Husky 400, CZ 360, CZ 250, 
and Husky 400. After spending all the 
money to race, it almost seemed worth 
it.

The Main started out nervously, Ro- 
mero was late and everyone was so keyed 
up that starter Pop Odom had his hands 
full keeping some sort of straight line. 
When the flag finally flew it was only a 
short time until Bill Jamison lay on the 
groove in the first turn with a broekn 
throttle cable, When it was established 
that he couldn't restart, A1 Kenyon, 88y, 
came up with ignition problems and he 
couldn't restart so that only six bikes 
were ready, Rice got the jump and it was 
bye-bye beezer. 

Sage went through a short period of 
agony in the Main event. Brelsford’s 
sprint was right on the rear wheel of the 
Bultaco. When Brelsford finally got most 
of a wheel inside on Sage’s leg, Terry 
glanced down and moved over, but that 
wasn’t the end, Brelsford moved in on 
Romero and let Burrito know that he 
was knocking on his door by tapping the 
rear wheel, In doing so Brelsford got a 
little wide coming off the first turn and 
Terrible Terry saw the light and im- 
mediately closed the hole. All the while 
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Rice was moving away from the pack. 

The 10-lap consolation was just as 
action packed as the Main with Butch 
Corder, 92y, dicing with Bil Morgan, 
123z, until Corder bailed off. The re- 
start showed a series of different leaders 
and dying motors with Karl Triest, 105y, 
finally taking the lead on lap seven, His 
nemesis arrived just in time, On the 
start of lap nine Morgan pulled in quite 
close and passed in fine style and on 
the gas, 

The Trophy Dash seemed to be a 
normal affair except that the trophy dolly 
was San Francisco’s Bunny of the year, 
The fast qualifiers for this event were 
Rice, Greg Hodges, 56y, and George 
Carter, 25z, The fourth fastest was 
Gentleman Gene Romero but Burrito 
appeared just before fire-up time and 
said that he would pass on this event, 
I don’t think he knew what was in store 
for the winner in addition to his trophy, 
At any rate Carter won it and when 
Bunny Peggy came out with race director 
Guiluzzo he received a beautiful Critt- 
Co brass and a hand shake from the 
dolly. If that had been Burrito, I don’t 
think that would have been the greeting, 

This being the first of eight events at 
the Cow Palace there were some new 
faces in the sign up line, including Rice 
and Dan Haaby, Number 22, riding a 
Yamaha. He will ride a OHC 650cc, 
Yamaha in the outdoor season, National 
#12 was also present in all his elegance, 
Eddie Mulder rode Irv Kanemoto’s Bul- 
taco and plans to come back even though 
things aren’t going his way. Super Ray 
Trujillo, 163z, also reappeared,

country with his parents singing at fairs 
and entertaining in clubs, When he began 
riding horses, that too turned into a 
challenge, and he soon learned to master 
some of the wildest, He eventually be- 
came an exciting figure in the world of 
rodeos, which introduced him to stunt 
work in the motion picture industry, 
where he became a successful character 
actor, 

Most of you would recognize Clyde if 
you have been active in any of thedesert 
events, He helped organize the View 
Finders Motorcycle Club and was their 
first president. When his interest turned 
to racing six years ago, he was in his 
early for ties, butin better condition than 
most men half his age. Whenever he 
entered a race he managed to complete 
the 75 or 100 miles required, usually 
coming in fourth or fifth in his class, He 
was easily spotted in the desert events 
by his 6'3'"' height, his levi pants and 
jacket, lace-up boots, knee pads and the 
familiar View Finders yellow and black 
racing colors. 

When he wasn't riding he was talking 
...lalking about bikes and how to make the 
Sport better and more appealing to the 
general public. He was greatly concerned 
with the way people were destroying and 
littering our beautiful land and at the 
same time was not too embarrassed to 
express these feelings, Many a time I 
have seen Clyde walk over to a camper 
that just emptied his day's garbage to the 
ground and very pleasantly say, “ʻI think 
you dropped something.’’ Usually the 
person involved was more than anxious 
to cooperate after being discovered, 

Clyde’s manner not only made you

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appreciate whatever you were doing a 
great deal more, but somehow caused a 
feeling of pride to seep to the surface 
whenever you finished a day with him. 
He also had a general concern for his 
fellow man and whenever he saw an in- 
jured rider on the trail, Clyde would drop 
out of the race, assist the man, then, 
rather than give up, jump back in with 
the same desire and commitment he had 
entered the race with, 

Clyde was one of the few people I have 
known that enjoyed his own company. He 
took many hikes in the mountains behind 
his beachfront home north of Malibu, 
following deer paths or streams, and 
then he would return home late in the 
afternoon to relate his outings with his 
pretty wife, Kay, and their three daugh- 
ters, 

On October 3, 1969, Clydepassed away 
due to cancer. He accepted this dreadful 
challenge as he did the hills and moun- 
tains in his life and managed to outlive 
the time the doctors had given him by 
seven months.

BURBANK, CAL, Dec, 22 — Today Coop- 
er Motors announced the arrival of the 
1970 Maico Models, the X5 400cc Moto- 
cross and the T5 250cc 5-Port Moto- 
cross, 

The 400cc engine has the same bore 
as the 360, but the strokeis 6mm longer. 
This long stroke is designed to give more 
torque time of power traction on the 
ground, The 400 has 5 more horsepower 
than the 360, and one more tooth has 
been added to the counter shaft sprocket 
to handle the load and allow a higher 
gearing. The new 400 has a 67% balance 
factor, compared to the 45% of the early 
‘69 360s. 

Factory 400cc motocrossers may be 
converted to Enduro-type machines at 
the factory, adding a speedometer, muf- 
fler and battery-operated lights. These 
accessories can be removed easily to 
make a full-house racer. 

The new T5 250cc is a replica of the 
Adolf Weil Factory Works motorcycle 
which Weil used in winning the 1968 
Saddleback Inter-Am motocross and the 
1969 German Grand Prix, The bore of 
67mm and stroke of 70mm remain un- 
changed, But a 5th boost port gives the 
T5 four more horsepower than the 1969 
model.

AUSTIN, TEX, Dec. 14, 1969— Riding the 
crest of a wave of spectacularly good 
fortune, the Austin Moto-Cross Park 
season continues to see more beautiful 
weather with each meet as fall turns into 
winter. Seventy-six entries were signed 
up for the Sunday the fourteenth event, 
and first to the starting line was the 
125cc Junior class for beginners. 

The Junior competition was never in 
doubt as Jack Hicks (Penton) won the 
three heats by a great margin. So clear- 
cut was the outcome that Jack should 
voluntarily advance himself to the Senior 
division for the next meet, Second with 
three seconds was Clifford Vrandenburg 
(Yamaha), and third was the previous 
class winner James Sloan (Kawasaki), 
with a third, a fourth and a fifth, 

Gary Bigley’s monopolization of the 
125cc Senior class seemed unassailable 
until the third heat when Perry Lorenz 
(Penton) came around first on the open- 
ing lap, but presently Gary brought his

The man who has shown that he can beat 
Gary, Bennie Campbell, ran far back in 
the first heat and soon dropped out, his 
Yamaha obviously ailing. Benny Garrett 
(Bultaco) finished second overall, and 
Austin Motocross Park owner George 
Parks finished third overall riding a 
Yamaha, Lorenz finished fourth despite 
taking second in the third heat, 

Bigley's Yamaha team-mate, Jack 
O'Leary, Jr., made it two for the team 
in the 250cc class, as he repeated Gary's 
performance, This two-man racing team, 
riding out of O'Leary Senior's Austin 
Yamaha sales, has posted a similar 
string of stunning victories in months 
past, and their key seems to be deter- 
mination and thorough preparation, They 
ride with exceptional skill, and their 
Yamahas never seem to falter. Barring 
an accident (rare) or an unusual adver- 
sary, they clean house wherever they go. 

O’Leary’s closest competition, Robi 
Holbert (Ossa) and Bill Kasson (CZ), 
fought a close duel in the first heat until 
Bill crashed. Robi did likewise in the 
third heat but finished eighth to take 
second overall, Carlos Ramirez was 
third overall on an American Eagle, hav- 
ing finished three, seven and three. 
Fourth was Scott Robinson on a CZ, 


Ramon Dasch seemed destined never - 


to see victory in the Open class, for he 
spent the first two heats dogging the 
heels of Gayle Bradley. The CZ riders 
were closely matched, and neither could 
do much about the ten yards separating 
them.

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Eighty-one professional riders man- 


aged to score points in the ‘69 AMA 
national races this past season, The 
great majority of riders that did obtain 
the select points only scored in a single 
event, 

Although there was a record amount 
of Nationals, the points become harder 
to obtain due to the refined equipment 
and the obvious ability of a select group 
of riders that compete in more than one 
National event per year. 

Due to the way the AMA chooses to 
issue National numbers, more than a 
third of the top twenty riders in thefinal 
standings were not carrying one of the 
ninety nine National digits. Seven riders 
that scored in the top twenty rode with 
District numbers, 

Seven of the top ten riders won at 
least one National event, NewChampion, 
Mert Lawwill, won the most with a total 
of four, Three riders within the top ten, 
Gene Romero, Gary NixonandRonGrant, 
failed to win an event, 

Romero entered all the Nationals, 
Nixon was sidelined just after the mid- 
season point with a broken leg and Grant 
competed in road races only. Grant was 
the only ‘‘Specialist’’ to finish in the top 
ten, He entered four road race Nationals 
and had a high finish in three, 

In the top twenty for 1969 were four 
first year rookie Experts, All four were 
from California, Mark Brelsford, Jim 
Rice, Ron Pierce and Tom Rockwood 
were the only four first time Experts to 
climb to the top 25% of the point ladder. 
Rice led the rookie crop with three Na- 
tional wins but did not manage to finish 
in the top ten. Brelsford won a single 
National to finish in 8th, 

Pierce and Rockwood competed on the 
circuit on a part time basis to finish 
15th and 16th, Brelsford scored all of 
his points on Harley-Davidson, Rice on 
a BSA, Pierce on a Yamaha and Rock- 
wood on Yamaha, Triumph and BSA, 

Three riders managed to win National 
finals but did not finish inside the top 
twenty, Eddie Wirth (23rd), Skip Van 
Leeuwen (25th) and Ronnie Rall (29th) 
were the three, Wirth rode in the ma- 
jority of the events while Van Leeuwen 
stuck mainly to the TT’s. Rall appeared 
to ride whenever the mood struck him, 

At least 25% of all the National num- 
bered riders failed to finish in the top 
twenty. Another 25-35% of the national 
numbered riders failed to score even a 
single point in National competition, 
Quite a few never entered a single Na- 
tional event, 
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Much has been said lately concerning 
the National number system and howa 
rider obtains one of the ninety nine num- 
bers, A new rule, that will apply in ‘70, 
states a rider must score at least one 
National point to retain a National Num- 
ber for the following year. 

In the past National numbers have 
been handed out with more consideration 
given to the location of a rider’s resi- 
dence rather than his ability. The object 
has been to sprinkle the numbers around 
the country, which has more often than 
not proved embarrassing to a local hot- 
shot that tries National racing aginst 
the full time professionals, 

There has long been a complaint, for 
a still unfounded reason, that California 
has too many National numbered riders. 
Yet California has more licensed riders 
than any other state, has more riders in 
the top ten and twenty in the standings, 
wins more Nationals than any other state 
and has more sanctioned professional 
events than any other state, 

It is also well known that when Cali- 
fornia riders tour to other states, the 
crowds are greater because of their 
presence, Does it really make any dif- 
ference where a rider comes from? If a 
rider has the ability he deserves a Na- 
tional number, if the National number 
system is to really add stature to the 
overall professional racing picture. 

Another new rule, effective in January, 
will not allow any first year Expert 
fresh from the Amateur ranks to have, or 
be issued, a National number, Itappears 
to be a movein the right directionas nine 
out of ten first year rookies never make 
the grade, the first year, or any other 
year, 

The AMA also has stated many times 
that. only the #1 has any meaning with 
regards to a riders ranking or standings, 
Yet, it is nearly impossible for a rider 
to obtain a single digit National number 
without first having a two digit number, 

There is also an argument that ninety 
nine National numbers are too many, 

There are really not ninety nine top rank- 
ed riders in America, or for that matter, 
the entire world, This idea seems tohave 
a lot of merit. 

It has also been mentioned that the 
National numbers, at least the top ten, 
each year should be assigned to the rid- 
ers that finish in the top ten. This way 
the fans at all of the races would know 
where a rider finished in the standings 
the previous year, This method is used 
in car racing by most associations, 

The first year with an Expertrating is

the most difficult for a rider, In his 
Novice and Amateur seasons, he is rid- 
ing with riders of equal ability. Move 
that same rider to the Expert class and 
he is racing against men with many years 
experience, National numbers were ori- 
ginally meant for riders of proven Ex- 
pert ability, Only four first year Experts 
proved in ‘69 that they were really ready 
to ride on the National circuit with the 
seasoned veterans, Amateur competition 
is never really strong in large numbers, 
Novice racing is even less demanding, 

It is usually difficult to explain to new 
fans how and why a rider obtained a 
“National Number’’, To date the entire 
system leaves much tobe desired, Hope- 
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fully, with the change in the National 
points scoring system, rider selection 
will also improve, 


California placed thirteen riders in 
the top twenty, Michigan placed one, 
Maryland two, Illinois, Oklahoma and 
Canada, one, Numbers should be as- 
signed by points scored rather than by 
brand or Who- You-Know. 


To the many riders that scored points 
without benefit of a National number, it 
will be good to know that a National 
number does not pay any extra money or 
really make you go any faster — or slow- 
er, Carry a National number and youare 
expected to go faster.

ORANGE, CALIF, Dec, 21, 1969 — The 
Southern Calif, Mini Bike and KartAsso- 
ciation held its National Championship 
Scrambles at Saddleback Park this past 
weekend, And although the sun did not 
come out all day, there still was a warm 
glow provided by the bright enthusiasm 
of the kids that had gotten together to 
compete in no less than forty events, 

Only eleven short months have passed 
since this Association was formed, and 
Growth has been its middle name, 

The Saddleback Park owners saw the 
need to have a safe place to ride for the 
little guys, who up to this time had to 
subject themselves to the perils of the 
faster motorcycles. So, over a year ago 
the management set aside an area for 
minibikes only, 

From the first minibike event with 
just 19 riders, the number of partici- 
pants grew to 105 in this year’s National 
Championship,

too, not only to set up itsrulesto govern 
the age of the riders, but the size of the 
machines that the differentages can ride.

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JOE KUBICEK CREATES GOOD 
IMAGE FOR CYCLING 


Living in Redondo Beach, Cal., where 
he conducts a business under a sign which 
reads: “SOUTH BAY MOTORCYCLES,” 
is a thirty-five year old native of Czecho- 
slovakia who might justas well be opera- 
ting beneath а sign reading: ‘‘Decent 
People Make the Best ‘Cycle Racers..,!’’ 
The man’s name is Joe Kubicek, a man 


concerned with creating a good image for 
*cycling. 

Coming to the United States in 1964, 
Kubicek, who is soon to become a citizen 
of this country, brought a wealth of in- 
formation about motorcycle sport. He 
had been a competitor, and come from a 
land where it was not at all unusual for 
100,000 spectators to witness a moto- 
cross racing event, And what was most 
important, he realized that outlaw clubs, 
the toughs, had no claims to stake in the

PERRIS, CAL, Dec, 13, 1969 — The cold 
weather has finally gotten to the racers 
so only a few hardy souls showed up and 
were rewarded with a full night’s pro- 
gram, 

A six lap race was used as a guide to 
set up the pairs for relay racing. De-

THE PHANTOM FRONTIER 


Channel 61 of Cleveland aired the popular 
Alan Douglas talk show on which Douglas 
interviewed officers of the Cleveland chapter 
of the Hell's Angels. Closing the discussion, 
Douglas commented on the motorcycle 
outlaw, explaining his theory that‘The Hell’s 
Angel,” Douglas contended, “is a uniquely 
American phenomenon.” 

He described the outlaw motorcyclist as 
one of the last examples of the frontier type. 
Conformity set in early in New England, he 
said, and consequently those that one found 
on the ever-moving American frontier were 
the ‘‘mavericks, individualists, heroes, 
psychotics, and nuts.” They moved westward 
because their personalities demanded that 
they stay beyond society. 

Now there is nowhere to go. When the 
population flood reached the west coast, the 
eccentric type could no longer physically 
remove himself from society. Rather, he had 
to remove himself “within” society by 
defining his difference through dress and 
behavior. 

The phenomenon, Douglas says, still exists, 
and to describe it he coined the phrase, 
“phantom frontier.” It may seem odd to 

place the modern outlaw in the tradition of 

Daniel Boone, but obviously the forced 
movement from a real frontier into a 
"phantom frontier” must cause some 
significant changes in the type.

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ls headlights peered at me out of the green showroom windows as I rounded 
the front of Floyd Clymer’s Motorcycle Company in Los Angeles, 
Within the store, I was greeted by the 74-year-old Clymer, a large, man in a 


conservative wool suit, He then led me into his office cubical where he sat, crossed 


his legs, and began the story of his life and his success in the motorcycle business, 


FLOYD CLYMER— going stronger at 74 


Starting his career as a car dealer at 
age 11, Clymer decided he wanted to sell 
motorcycles, too. 

At 16 he was racing Indians; by 21 he 
set a world’s record of 83 miles in the 
first hour riding a Harley-Davidson in 
the 300 Mile National Championship at 
Dodge City, Kansas, 

Clymer’s influence in business spread 
like wild fire as his enthusiasm for 
motorcycles seemed to bring opportunity 
after opportunity to him. By 1919 he be- 
came a five-states distributor for Indian, 
Excelsior, and Henderson, 

When World War Il reduced the supply 
of motorcycles, Clymer went into the 
publishing business, Since then he has 
published over 400 titles on cars and 
motorcycles, 

In 1966 he re-entered the bike busi- 
ness, financing Freidel Munch of Ger- 
many. Soon afterwards he desired to get 
into small motorcycles and started build- 
ing Indians with Tartarini in Italy. 

Now as president of the Floyd Clymer 
Motorcycle Co., he continues publishing 
books, and promoting Indian motorcycles 
with his amazing sales ability. In the last 
five months, for example, he has sold and 
delivered over 1000 small Indians and 


` 100 larger models, Clymer says that he 


expects to sell 5000 small bikes, 400 
Indian Velos, and 600 Indian Enfields in 
1970. Years aren't slowing this man 
down! 

Clymer took the name Indian for his 
bikes because he“wanted to see the old 
name revived,” It had established an 
excellent reputation and was familiar to 
everyone who rode motorcycles, 

Over the years, Clymer has put his 
mark on the motorcycling field, He was 
first in the United States to handle Tri- 
umph Vertical Twins; he was instrumen- 
tal in popularizing short track racing; he 
owned and operated Cycle Magazine for 
thirteen years; he imported the first 
crash helmets to the U.S, 

But that’s not all. Today he’s every bit 
as active and he has no plans to retire. 
Clymer said, “I’m in goodhealth, I enjoy 
my work and I get a great satisfaction 
from doing some things that some people 
thought were impossible.’’ Touché! 

Clymer even still rides motorcycles, 
Although he doesn’t race, he keeps an 
Indian Papoose at home for pleasure 
riding. 

He also promotes the 110 Mile A.M,A, 
National Road Racing Championship at 
Indianapolis Park each August, And be- 
tween all his other activities, he flies 
back and forth from Italy every six weeks 
to keep in touch with production there, 

On the side line, Clymer stillreceives 
a large annual retainer from Cycle 
Magazine for being a consultant, but he 
admitted, “I do nothing,” 

His success, he continued, was ac- 
complished without the help of anyone 
except his staff, ‘‘I operate as an indi- 
vidual with no stock holders or board of 
directors (and so I give quickanswers to 
most questions), Also, I use my own 
money and have required no bank fi-

nancing," Clymer said, 

He feels that his greatest personal 
gain from his business has been his ac- 
quaintance and friendship with famous 
automotive personalities throughout the 
world, 

Among the successful people who have 
gone through the Clymer school of hard 
knocks are Cycle News Publisher, 
Charles Clayton; Don Brown, now Vice- 
President of Triumph Corp,; Pete Col- 
man, Vice-President of BSA, Inc,; Lyn 
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Abrams, a former Cycle editor, now 
owner of Racecrafters International; and 
John Gordon Presidentof General Motors 
Corp. Clymer said he ‘‘takes greatpride 
in the accomplishments and the success- 
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ful careers of these former employees.’’ 

“The motorcycle business has been 
very good to me,’’ he went on, Clymer, 
who didn’t even graduate from the eighth 
grade, considers himself quite a sucess- 
ful drop out, He learned from the school 
of experience. Clymer attributes his 
success to his optimistic atitude, 
‘Thoughts are things,” he said, ‘and if 
you set your mind to a project and work 
hard enough at it, nothing is impossible, 
But you have to have the will to DO,”

Motorcycle racing is a varied sport and 
you must first decide which type of rac- 
ing you would like to try. If road racing 
appeals to you perhaps entering the 
production classes at an ACA or AFM 
meet would be the way to getinitial ex- 
perience. On the other hand if it is 
knobby tire type racing you are inter- 
ested in,an AMA desert event is a good 
place to jump into competition without 
goingin over your head. There is usual- 
ly lots of room in the desert and you 
can almost go your own speed. 

Riders are rated and assigned a 
classification according to their ability 
and experience. The rating is usually 
done by some system of points earned 
by placing in races. Each organization 
has its own system and you would have 
to contact them for more specific infor- 
mation. 

Watch the CYCLE NEWS calendar 
for an event that you would be interest- 
ed in riding. Write to the club or attend 
the race and pick up details about their 
regulations. You can join the ACA or 
CMC on the spot and AMA applications 
can be picked up at most District 37 
events... Ed.

B.L.M,. agents from Washington, D.C, 
The following day they were to observe 
the “Last Chance Enduro” at Red Moun- 


We had a long discussion regarding 
desert motorcycling, 

The B.L,M. is charged with conserving 
those portions of the desert not admin- 
istered by the State, In the past five 
years, motorcycling has become a major 
“desert use’’, hence the sudden B.L.M, 
concern with our sport. 

Through various committees and field 
studies, the B.L.M. is learning what is 
being done in and to the desert, particu- 
larly by the two and four wheel groups. 
To date they have found no permanent 
damage attributable to motorcycles 
(their concern being with mass compe- 
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tition as opposed to cow trailers). In the 
absence of a finding along this line, it is 
unlikely they will foster any ‘‘concentra- 
tion riding area’’ plan, 

In the near future, clubs sponsoring a 
run will post a $2000.00 bond for litter 
and carboard course marker clean-up. 
The B.L.M. is well aware of recent club 
efforts along this line, 

The writer was most impressed by 
their open minded attitude, They dis- 
played no bias against desert motorcycle 
competition, yet they must walk the tight 
rope between us and those who would have 
the desert preserved inits pristine state, 

The B.L.M, is in the midst of a fact- 
finding tour. It was obvious during the 
course of the conversation that District 
37 and the clubs have done little to an- 
swer many of their most critical ques- 
tions. 

We can remain aloof and hope that they 
stumble upon facts in our favor, or we 
can make certain that they see the desert 
competition picture in context, The re- 
ports made by these men in the coming 
year will directly affect long-range gov- 
ernment policy. Once that policy is 
codified into law, neither God nor the 
courts will alter it in our riding lives.

A wide variety of air-cooled and water-cooled motors were displayed and in the 
case of the Tecmoto, both styles are available, The sporty 50cc machine can be 
purchased with either air-cooled or water-cooled cylinder as a bolt-on option, With 
liquid cooling the radiator is mounted up under the frame and compression is brought 


up to a potent 13 to 1, 


In bigger bikes a new MV four-cylinder cafe racer was shown, the 650cc Benelli 
again was displayed (this time carrying Motobi and Benelli name plates), and the 
1000cc three-cylinder Laverda was debuted. The massive triple, intended for im- 
port into the U.S, as the top of the American Eagle line, looks very similar to the 
Honda-like Laverda twin with a third cylinder sandwiched in, 75 horse power is 
transmitted through a five speed box to move its 485 pounds at a claimed 135 mph, 
When available in the states, the big bird will sell for around $1,600.
